Community  Service 

V^  ommunity  service  is  a  big  part  ofLycoming  College.  The  school  prides  itself  on  the  many  individuals 
who  make  time  out  from  studying  to  volunteer  in  the  surrounding  community.  When  students  first  arrive  at 
Lycoming,  they  are  introduced  to  many  opportunities  that  allow  them  to  volunteer  and  make  a  difference  in 
someone  else's  life.  It  all  starts  with  Crossing  Thresholds  when  incoming  freshmen  are  assigned  to  specific 
sites  according  to  their  interests.  Then  throughout  the  year,  the  students  have  the  chance  to  participate  in 
special  projects,  and  volunteer  their  time.  The  Community  Service  Fair,  showcases  all  of  the  volunteer 
orgaiii/ationsoncampus.  With  the  established  Community  Service  Center,  the  organizations  and  the  students

The  1 1 .000  residents  of  the  Caribbean  island  of  Montserrat  witnessed  first  hand  the  devastation  that  a  very 
acti\  e  \  olcano  can  cause.  The  volcano  belched  ash  and  small  rocks  over  several  days  in  September  and 
forced  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  population  to  evacuate  the  island.  A  shortage  of  housing  w  as  one  of  the 
biggest  problems,  especially  for  those  evacuating  the  central  communities  of  the  island.  The  volcano  on  the 
British  protectorate  island  became  active  about  two  years  ago.  and  the  latest  eruptions  caused  most  of  the 
population  to  tlee  to  Britain  or otherCaribhean  islands.

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Fifty  Year  Flashback 

L  ycoming  College  is  one  of  the 
oldest  continually  operating  institutions 
of  higher  education  in  America  and 
enjoys  a  rich  history  of  academic 
excellence.  In  1812  the  Williamsport 
Academy  was  formed  to  educate  the 
youth  of  the  new  booming  lumbering 
port.  In  1848,  Reverend  Benjamin  Crever 
views  the  Academy  as  a  potential 
preparatory  seminary.  The  Dickinson 
Seminary  is  born  as  Reverend  Crever 
purchases  it  for  the  Methodist  Church. 
The  institution  embarks  on  a  new  era  in 
1929  as  it  becomes  the  Williamsport 
Dickinson  Seminai7  and  JuniorCollege, 
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first  accredited  Junior  College  in 
Pennsylvania.  In  1947  the  institution 
was  transformed  into  a  four  year  liberal 
arts  college  to  assist  returning  World 
War  II  veterans  seeking  educational 
opportunities.  The  class  of  1 948  was  the 
100th  and  last  graduating  class  of  the 
Dickinson  Seminary  and  JuniorCollege. 
The  1948  yearbook  was  called  the  Dart 
and  these  pages  are  a  snapshot  of  life  at 
Lycoming  College  50  years  ago. 


President  John  W.  Long's  Message  to  the 
Graduating  Class  of  1948 

Dear  Friends: 

Several  things  of  historic  interest  combine  to  give  your  classes  unusual  significance.  You  of  the 
Preparatory  group  are  the  final  graduatmg  class  of  Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary.  You  have  been 
writing  the  final  chapter  of  100  years  of  proud  achievement  in  the  field  of  secondary  education. 

You  who  are  members  of  the  Junior  college  group  represent  the  final  graduating  class  of 
Williamsport  Dickinson  Junior  College.  While  final  details  as  to  future  procedure  have  not  yet  been  decided 
upon,  future  students  graduating  after  two  years  will  be  members  of  the  Junior  College  division  of 
Lycoming  College. 

As  members  of  the  graduating  classes  of  this  100th  anniversary  year,  you  will  lookback  somewhat 
with  retrospect,  but  due  to  the  very  character  of  the  world  in  which  we  live  and  the  compelling  events 
through  which  we  are  passing,  you  are  also  looking  into  the  future. 

These  years  which  you  have  spent  on  the  campus  here  have  been  marked  by  rapid  expansion. 
The  enrollment  has  increased  two  and  one-half  times.  The  faculty  has  been  increased  in  numbers 
correspondingly.  The  Memorial  building  and  the  annex  have  been  erected,  more  than  doubling  previous 
space  for  classrooms,  laboratories,  and  faculty  offices.  We  have  just  completed  a  financial  campaign  for 
one-half  million  dollars  which  has  yielded  more  in  cash  and  subscriptions  than  has  been  realized  in  previous 
similar  efforts  during  the  past  100  years.  You  can  say  of  this  as  did  a  certain  Roman  character  of  his  time 
centuries  ago.  "All  of  which  I  saw  and  part  of  which  I  was." 

Our  congratulations  and  best  wishes  go  with  you  and  we  trust  you  will  always  look  back  w  ith 
satisfaction  to  the  time  you  spent  here  during  the  institution's  most  eventful  two  years.

A  return  trip  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
title  game  for  the  football  team  was  the 
highlight  of  the  entire  sports  year  at 
Lycoming.  The  Warrior  gridders  went  12-1. 
won  the  MAC  Freedom  League  title,  shared 
the  conference  crown,  and  repeated  as  South 
Region  champions,  ending  the  season  as  the 
national  runnerup  for  the  second  time  in  the 
decade  of  the  "90s. 

Lycoming  set  numerous  school 
records  during  the  1997  season,  including 
junior  running  back  Brian  Thompson  who 
became  the  program's  career  rushing  leader
